SFVERAL AMERICANS 
KILLED BY REBELS, 


Outbreak Is Regarded as Serious 
and American Troops Are Being 
Hurried Forward in Order 
T Repulse Rebel! 

Forces. 


Manila, March 23.—The town of Surigao, 
in the northeastern part of the Island of 
Mindanao, was captured yesterday by 
ladrones, who killed Constabulary In- 
spector Clarke and several others. <A 
Getachment Of thirty men, belonging to 
the Tenth Infantry, under tne command 
of Lieutenants Patterson and Brown, 1s 
hurrying from Iligan, on the northwest 
coast of Mindanao, to Surigao, on the 
transport Reilly, with orders to recap- 
ture that place. 

Brigadier General Sumner, commanding 
the dpartment of Mindanao, has been or- 
dered to send two additional companis 
of troops to Surigao. It is reported that 
the ladrones are polding the town, but 
aetails of the fight have not been re- 
ceived. The fate of the white officials 
and other foreigners is not known. If 
they have been captured vigorous meas- 
ures will be taken to rescue them. This 
is the: first time American troops have 
been used since peace with the Moros 
was declared. 

Governor Taft and Genera] Davis are 
going to Jolo for a conference with the 
Suitan and leading Moros of Jolo, in the 
ope of averting trouble. They wil! leave 
here Wednesday, on the transport Ingalls. 
No advices have been received from Jolo 
since Saturday. The situation there is 
regarded as being critical, although Gov- 
ernor Taft and General Davis hope to 
quell the unrest and to succeed in mak- 
ing the Moros understand the intentions 
of the Americans. 

The buria!) ship Preteus has arrived 
here from the Jolo archipelago, bringinz 
the bodies of five hundred soldiers and 
a few ctviltians: The bodies will be sent 
home on a transport.

CHINA INVITES 
FRENCH ATTACK 


Disorder May Result 
France Sending Troops 
Across Border.

Paris, March 23.—It is 
foreign office here that recent official 
reports show that there is a growilg 
State of disorder in Southern China, par- 
ticularly along the border of French 
Indo-China, chiefly due to the operatious 
of bands of Chinese brigands. French 
interests have received reasonable pro- 
tection until lately through the vigilance 
of Mandarin Su Si, but since he has 
been superseded there has been much 
lawlessness and many depredations. 
Although the French authorities have 
not yet taken definite action the officials 
here confirm the reports from Shanghai, 
to the effect that a continuance of the 
disorder will undoubtedly lead to the 
sending of French troops across the bor- 
der to suppress the brigand bands arid 
insure protection of French interests. 
The foreign office has no advices regara- 
ing the published report that the French 
commander at Tien Tsin has demarded 
$1,500,000 compensation and new barracks 
before he will evacuate’ the arsenal 
there,

San Domingo, Republic of Santo Do- 
mingo. March 23.—The revolutionists un- 
der Genera! Pepin today attacked and 
captured one of the forts defending this 
city. Many men were killed on_ both 
sides. The political prisoners of the fort 


were released 

The revolutionists are in full possession 
of the city of San Domingo. They have 
taken charge of the cable office and of 
the government land liens. Foreign Min- 
ister Sanchez has sought refuge in the 
United States consulate. The fighting 
continues. Assistant Governor Echenique 
and the commander of the governinent 
forces, General Pena, have been killed. 
It is expected that the government troops 
outside the city will attack the revo.u- 
tionists, who are in San Domingo. Gone 
eral Wos Gil has assumed command of 
the revolutionary forces. 

The number of men killed or wounded 
is not known, but it is reported many 
have been killed on both sides. 

No War Vessel Will Be Sent. 

Washington, March %.—No war vessel 
will be ordered to San Domingo for the 
present. The Atlanta is under orders [to 
proceed from Pensacola to Monte Crisiv, 
near Haitien, and in the event of Amer- 
ican interests belng endangered at San 
Domingo she will go there

SHIP SEIZED 
FOR PIRACY 


Reported British Cruiser Has 
Taken One of Castro’s 
Vessels, 


London, March 23.—The foreign office 
as this dispatch Is filed has no confirma- 
tion of the reported seizure of the Ven- 
ezuelan gun boat Restaurador by the 
British cruiser Pallias, on the ground that 
the former had acted in a piratical man- 
ner. The officials here say that they can- 
not imagine why the Restaurador should 
have been seized. The foreign office has 
heard nothing from Caracas regarding 
Castro’s resignation. 

Why Castro Resigned. 

Paris, March 23.—An official dispatch 
has been received from Caracas giving 
the causes that led up to President Cas- 
tro’s resignation. It-“shows that this ac- 
tion was not a mere formality as some of 
the dispatches indicated, but was the 
outgrowth of serious conditions caused by 
the recent international entanglements. 
The dispatch says the main cause of the 
president's resignation was the troubles 
with Germany, which, besides being dif- 
ficult of solution, have caused wide- 
spread alarm. 

The situation, it is added, has been 
further complicated by the activity of 
the revolutionists. The dispatch clearly 
conveys the impression that the resigna- 
tion of General Castro is indicative of 
the present condition of unrest and in- 
Stabllity in Venezuela, probably fore- 
shadowing a general change of govern- 
ment. 


Seeking an Indorsement. 
Berlin, March 23.~—-It is believed here 
that the resignation of President Castro. 
of Venezuela, Saturday was designed to

In any 
case the German foreign office expects 
General Castro's successor will carry out: 
the terms of the protocol and it is not 
thought that any fresh complications are 
likely to grow out of the present turn 
of politics at Caracas. 

Matos on Castro’s Resignation. 

Willemstadt, Curacao, Mar¢h 23.—Ger- 
eral Matos, the leader of the Venezuelun 
revolutionary movement, who. is here, 
sent today the following cablegram to 
General Ramon Ayala, vice president of 
Venezuela and president of congress: 

“General Castro has resigned the pres- 
luency. 
power renders impossible all peace and 
prosperity in Venezuela, !f congress wi!! 
accept this abdication I will promise you 
to use all my influence with the com- 
manders of the revolutionary army to’put 
en immediate end to the war.’’

BEFORE KILLING SELF 4 

MOTHER USES TORCH 


When the Bodies Were Found They. 
Were Frightfully Charred——When 
Husband and Father Was 
Informed He Fainted 
from the Shock. 


Sturbridge, Mass., March 23.—A fren- 
zied mother in the little hamlet of Fisk- 
dale, after cutting off every means of 
escape by fastening windows and dvors, 
crushed in the heads of her four little 
children today, threw their bodies mto 
a closet, scattered oil over them and: 
herself and then, after setting all on 
fire. closed her awful work and her owp 
life by cutting her throag, .

That the woman had previously shown 
signs. of mental derangement seems to be 
admitted, but that it should have taken a 
violent form was not even thought of’ by 
or her own relatives. The family have 
coming there from Worcester, while Mrs. 
Burke is a native of New Hampshirs, with 
relatives in Somersworth. ” 

But for the accidental discovery of the 
fire the deed of the mother might bave 
been hidden forever from the world by the. 
destruction of the house. Two boys bap- 
pened to be passing the house when they 
saw smoke coming from a window. They 
burst in the house and tried first to put 
the fire out with buckets of water, but 
it gained on them so fast that they were 
obliged to run for help. The neighbors 
prevented the flames from reaching above 
the first floor. 

Up to that 


time no one knew of the 
tragedy. But some one noticed that a 
closet door, which seemed to. be more 
charred. than the rest of the woodwork, 
was open, and, glancing inside, a blacken- 
ed mass was seen. In this heap were the 
bodies of Mrs. Burke and her four .chil- 
dren. The fact that she killed them wags 
not disclosed until one by one they were 
taken out and then it was seen that every 
one of the little ones had its head split 
open, while the cause of the mother’s 
death was seen in the gaping wound in 
her throat. | 
Cut Off Means of Escape. 

From the appearance of the room and 
the position of the bodies it would seem 
as if Mrs. Burke had first cut off every 
means of escape for the little ones by 
nailing down the windows and locking all 
the doors. The weapon with which she 
one by one crushed out the life of her off- 
springs was a large ax. 

Just what child she killed first is a mat- 
ter of coniecture, but jit seems as if the 
oldest, Lilla, met death first, for it was 
her body that was at the bottom of the 
pile. That of William, the next eldest, 
was above his sister, then came that of lit- 
tle Louis, and finally the baby. Mrs. 
Burke must ‘have dragged all the children 
into the closet and then taken a bottle of 
kerosene oi], poured it upon their cloth- 
ing, about the walls aged then upon her- 
self, 
The fire had so completely charred the 
woodwork and flooring that no blood spote 
cculd be found. The bodies of three chil- 
Gren were burned almost beyond recogni- 
tion, but that of Louise was only scorched. 
‘The body of Mrs. Burke was also badly 
Durned, but it did not hide the wound in 
her throat. 

As soon as the fire was discovered in 
his house Burke was notified and arrived 
just as the bodies were found. He fainted 
from the shock. Mrs. Burke was 34 years 
o2 age. The family friends say the union

There gre now something like 8,000 tax 
fi. fas. in the hands of the officers, and 
the indications afe that a large number 
of the namés oh the registration books 
are charged with taxes without really 
knowing they are not qualified to vote in 
the primary of April 6, or the special elec- 
tion of April 9. 

The registration lists will be gone over 
by the. members of the county executive 
eommittee before the day for the primary 
and those not qualified by the decision 
of the county attorney and the county 
executive committee will be thrown out, 

The registration books show 3,000 names 
registered, but so far there is no way 
to tell how many of these are reaily 
qualified, as that qualification depends 
upon the payment of the 1902 taxes. 

The candidates for treasurer are all 
hard at work and the indications are that 
the contest will be an interesting one. 

The bellef is general that the race will 
narrow down to three, maybe four, of 
the men who are seeking the place, but 
when one is asked to name the lead- 
ers no two present the same combina- 
tlon. 

So far only two candidates have quali- 
fied for the primary by paying to the 
treasurer of the county executive com- 
mittee the amount assessed for the con- 
test. 

The two qualified are S. A. Crump and 
Addison Tinsley.

‘Macon, Ga., March 23.—(Specia!l.)—The 
Ocmulgee river at this point promises to 
Ro on another razee within the next 
twénty-four hours, and will be much 
higher than it was during the fresht 
‘in February. 

The rainfal] in and about Atlanta has 
much to do with the conditions of the 
Ocmulgee at this point. In February the 
rainfall in Atianta was less than two 
inches, but it came down quickly and 
caused an overfiow, the waters then al- 
miogt réaching high-water mark. This 
time the rainfall about Atlanta since Fri- 
day has been in excess of four inches, 
more than two inches of the fall coming 
down Sunday night.

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ARTOPE'S IND 
TO CAUSE FIGHT 


Enoroachments May Become} 


Lively Issue In Macon 
City Politics. 


By HE. 0. Bruffey. ; 
Constitution Bureau, 407 Becond Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 23.—(Speciel.)>-An 
encroachment on Third street at Plum, 
granted T. E. Artope by the board of 
aldermen on January 14 last, is now an 
active quantity with citizens inclined to 
a uniformity of highway frontage and 
within the next twenty-four hours it 
will be a problem for the loca! legisla- 
tors to dispose of. 

At Third street on Plum Artope owned 
a lot upon which he contemplated erect+: 
ing a building. The frontage on Third: 
stréet was not as much as the owner* 
wanted and through a petition he asked 
the board for twelve feet on Third street 
and four feet on Plum street. The peti» 
tion went to the encroachment commit- 
tee—Damour, Jones and Redmond—and 
upon it a favorable report was made. Ar- 
tope agreeing to pay $250 for the ground 
he wanted and to lay a cement sidewalk 
around it. 

Subsequently that action was reconsid- 
ered and at the meeting of the board 
January 27 the amount charged Artope 
was reduced to $150 and on February 17 
the board authorized a deed to Artope 
when the requisite sidewalks were laid. 
February 2 Artope filed with the city 
authorities a bond for the sidewalk and 
thereby became entitled to a deed to the } 
land he wanted, but so far that deed has 
not been issued. 

While the legislation giving Artope a 
title to the land designated was being 
enacted Artope was constructing his 
building. Within the past week the 
building has assumed a definite shape 
and as it stands out in front of all build- 
ings near it can be seen from a distance 
by a casual observer. It is a large three- 
story frame structure and the newness 
of the lumber makes it a conspicuous 


' point for the eye of the pedestrian several 


blocks off. 

So conspicuous, in fact, is the building 
that a kick was lodged against it this 
morning before the mayor and an effort 
was inaugurated to have it removed. 
‘Prominent among those who dechare the 
place an eve sore and who are asking for 
its removal is Professor Martin, chair- 
man of the chamber of commerce. 

A close investigation of the Artope en- 
croachment shows that in 1858 the board 
of aldermen of Macon granted him an 
encroachment of 18 feet on Third street 
and 16 feet on Plum atreet. That en- 
croachment. was of itself almost a town 
lot. Now an encroachment of 12 feet on 
Third has been added, with 4 feet on 
Plum, This gives Artope 30 feet on Third 
which once belonged to the city, with 20 
feet on Plum. 

The question is sure to be brought up 
during the regular session of the ssoard 
tomorrow night and ihe indications are 
that a stubborn fight will be the result. 
Of course, Artope now has a clear title 
to thé land and will not surrender qui- 
etly. 

In addition to that, he has expended 
several hundred dollars in .the building 
and to removd that building will entail 
an expense. The disposition of the ques- 
tion. will be watched with interest and 
the indications are that a hard legal bat- 
tle will be necessary to dispose of it 
finally. Certain it is that. encroachments 
will thereby become a livelier issue in 
municipal politics heréafter than it has 
ever been before.

Paradise in Her Arms. 2

Mr. Coatsworth showed the witness 
another letter written from New York 
by Pennell, and addressed to Mrs. Bur- 
dick. She said it was his handwriting, 
but she did not remember having re- 
ceived it. 

“T will read and see if it will refresh 
your recollection: ‘As I looked into 
your beautiful eyes last night I ‘eared 
there was some trouble hidden there. 
I did not know, but I feared it was be- 
cause of some other reason than hbcause 
{ was going away. If there was, dearest, 

wish you would tell, There is that 
in the manner of your husband toward 
you that makes me fear sometimes ‘hat 
2 might kill him.” Do you remember 
receiving that letter?’ 

‘‘No, sir.”’ 

iMrs. Burdick said she did not know 
whether her husband was aware of the 
fact that she was receiving letters from 
Pennell. Her habit had been to «eep 
her letters locked up in a box. Her l.us- 
band first knew cf her intimacy with 
Pennell, she thought, on January 1, 1901, 
when she told him in reply to a qiéstion 
that she had been walking with Pennell. 
He told her she was very imprudent. 
She agreed with him then, and did now. 

“Did you give these letters to Bur- 
dick?’ 

“TT don’t know.”’ 

“Did you take some letters from tnat 
box and give them to him?’ 

“I unlocked it.’’ 

Choked by Her Husband. 

“How did you happen to unlock ii?’ 

“‘He forced me to.’’ 

“How did he force you?’ 

“He took me by the throat.”’ 

She did not remember whether at that 
time "Perinell was the subject of a dis- 
cussion with her husband. §he cic not 
know whether some of the letters read 
were in the box at the time. It was in 
January, 1901, when he choked her. She 
could not remember when she rented a 
box In a safe deposit company’s valuts., 
It was nqt about the time her htsband 
had choked her, but recently, when she 
received papers from detectives about 
Burdick. 

Her husband had not started the di- 
vorce proceedings. It was she that want- 
ec a divorce from him. She had no love 
for him, but did love Pennell, whom 
she expected to marry. He had a wife 
be he expected they would be diverced. 
In reply to a question as to whether 
Mrs. Pennell had consented to a divurce, 
she said: 

“Sometimes she did, and sometimes she 
did not."’ 

Witness admitted. however, that she 
lad never talked with Mrs, Pennell on 
the subject, Pennell had hired the de- 
tectives who shadowed her husband. Her 
husband sent her away in May, 19%, on 
account of Pennell. 

Mr. Coatsworth showed her a ‘etter 
written by her from Atlantic City, May 
27, 1901, in which she begged to be taken 
back, promising never to see ‘Arthur’ 
and she would be a loving and true 
wife. In the letter she said she could 
not promise that Pennell would leave 
town, but declared he would do what 
she sald. She admitted writing the iet- 
ter and said at that time she had F‘red 
no detectives. 

A second letter written by Mrs. Bur- 
dick to her husband the same yeat was 
reaa in which she spoke of having re- 
ceived Burdick’s letter and said that Pen- 
nell had not promised to leave town if 
Mr. Burdick took her back; that She and 
Pennell had realized that they must give 
each other up, but that Pennell declinea 
to do anything that would mean a loss 
of his self-respect. 

Promised Husband To Be Good. 

Another letter written by Mrs. Burdick 
to her husband referred to her being taken 
home. She promised never again to vol- 
untarily see or communicate with “Ar- 
thur.” She made a plea on behalf of the 
children. She promised to be a good girl 
to him. Mrs. Burdick admitted she wrote 
the letter in good faith and that she did 
not keep her promise. Another letter was 
read in reply to one from Mr. Burdick, 
in which he had evidently declined to 
take her back. 

June 6 was the date of another letter 
written by Mrs. Burdick to her husband. 
She wrote of having been notified of the 
divorce suit brought against her. On one 
occasion Burdick wrote her that she 
could not be trusted. He said that if she 
loved ePnnell as she said she did, he did 
not blame her for what she did; that if 
he loved a woman as she did Pennell, 
he would do as she was doing. He de- 
clared that he loved her honestly long 
after she had ceased to love him, and that 
if she tried she might win back both his 
love and self respect. He referred to the 
faet that Mrs. Burdick was wearing a 
ring given her by Pennell over her lawful 
wedding ring. Burdick declared that he 
had no faith in Pennell’s promises and she 
wished to be taken back until Pennel} 
was freed from his wife. 

In another letter Burdick wrote that 
he forgave his wife the wrong she had 
done him. 

In another Burdick declared he had de- 
termined to fight for the little honor she 
had left him, and, after getting a divorce, 
to fight for the children. He would insist 
on the counter suit.by Mrs. Burdick be. 
ing fought out in open court:-Three weeks 
after this letter, Mrs. Burdick was- taken 
back by her husband. 

After returning from Atiantic City and 
after promising her husband to be 9 good 
wife, she met Pennell, It wes not her| 
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habit to meet him, she said, but he was 
constantly begging her to do so, and she 
did meet him in a house on Seventh 
stree+. She was there one time when Bur- 
dick came, but he did not see her, as she 
stepped out of the window and went to 


dick and his friends en that occasion 
caught Pennell as he was jumping out 
of the window and that they took him 
back to the room. 

Mrs. Burdick admitted having met Pen- 
nell in another house on Seventh street 
after that incident. She at first denied 
meeting Pennell elsewhere, but on Mr. 
Coatsworth telling her that Pennell had 
told him differently, she admitted that 
she had met Pennell! at a house on Whit- 
ney Place, two or three times. 


Burdick’s Attorney Testifies. 

George C. Miller, attorney for Edwin 
L. Burdick in the divorce proceedings 
against Mrs. Burdick, was the first wit- 
ness of the day. 

He told in detail the steps that had been 
taken at the request of Mr. Burdick to 
sbecure a divoree. He last saw Mr. Bur- 
dick on the afternoon of the day he was 
murdered. Mr. Burdick spent half an 
hour with him discussing the divorce 
matter. He did not state that he had an 
appointment with any one at his home 
that night. 

“Mr. Burdick was ready at all times to 
sacrifice his own interests for those of 
his children,’’ said Mr. Muller. ‘‘He car- 
ried a revolver, but J never heard him say 
that he feared harm from Pennell. Ata 
conference held at my office, Pennell 
made one or two statements from which 


an intimation of suicide could be drawn. 


I never heatd Pennell say that unless the 
divorce action was withdrawn he would 
kill himself and Mrs. Burdick.’’ 


Pennell House Employees. 

The testimony given by Henry J. Or- 
rett, the furnace man at the Pennell 
house, was unimportant. He found no 
buttons, buckles or metallic substances 
in the ashes. Pennell put on the coal and 
shook down the furnace as had been his 
custom, 

Lizzie Romance, maid at the Pennell 
house, at the time of the murder, gave 
testimony favorable to Pennell. She said 
Mr. Pennell was with his wife in their 
room reading at 7:45 on the night of the 
murder. She saw them again at 10 o'clock 
when she passed their door. She did not 
see them again until the next morning. 
She had not noticed whether any of Pen- 
nell’s trousers were missing. 

Miss Romance did not notice anything 
unusual in Pennell’s manner on the even- 
ing he and Mrs. Pennell started for the 
automobile ride which ended in their 
deaths.

The Two Atianta Men Who Met 
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Passenger Train Rushed Into Landslide at Full Speed. 
Locomotive Was Derailed and Demolished--En- 
gineer and Fireman Stayed at Posts. 


Toccoa, Gé@., March 23.—(Special.)— 


Bouthern railway passenger train No. 86, 
which left Atlanta this morning at 3 
o'clock, three hours late, was wrecked at 
Currahee Crossing. 4 miles south of Toc- 
coa, af G6o'clock, and as a result F*ngineer 
Ed Miller, of 219 Pulliam street, Atlanta, 
Fred Thompson fireman, of 24 Lucy 
street, Atlanta. died at 2 o'clock this af-

The engine was stripped from one end 
to the other. The tender lies on top of the 
boiler. The first mail car was thrown over 
and to one side of the tender and boiler, 
and was stripped of all its gearing from 
ene end to the other and is a total wreck. 

Mail Clerk Wilson, of Norcross, Ga., 
who was the only person in the mail car 
mext to the engine, was badly scalded 
about the face and hands. 

The track is torn up for about 100 vards 
and al) traffic is suspended. 

The wreck was caused by a landslide, 
the fesult of the very heavy rain during 
the past two days. The rainfall for 
thirty-six hours up to this morning was 
5.16 inches and for last night 3.13. The 
landslide was a2 very slight one, just 
enough to derail the train. 

The first-class passenger coach was de- 
railed, but the sleepers were left on the 
track and the passengers escaped unhurt, 
although they were badly shaken up. 

The scene of the wreck is in a small 


ment on the south side being only 15 feet 
high and on the north side about 40 feet. 
The slide was from the north side and 


on @ curve to the north, thus throwing 


the train toward the south. 

The first mail car jumped the 15-foot 
embankment on the south side and now 
Hes at right angles with the track on the 
embankment. the front end being up in 
the trees and the entire car 12 or 15 feet 
above the track. 

Were Cut from Wreckage. 

Engineer Miller and Fireman Thompson 
did not leave their post, but had to be 
cut from the debris by the train crew, 
Conductor Finley Cox in charge, and the 
passengers. 

After striking the land slide the train 
ran not more than 59 vards, and for this 
reason it is believed that Engineer Miller 
threw on his brakes just as soon as the en- 
gine struck the slide. 

The fireman and engineer were caught 
between the engine and the second mail 
car. and it was from this place that they 
were cut out by the crew and passengers. 

The second mail car was jammed against 
the boiler and is badly damaged. 

Engineer Miller and Fireman Thompson 
were brought to Toccoa on an extra train. 
reaching this place about 9 o'clock. Both 
of them were horribly scalded by the 
steam and water from the engine. 

Engineer Miller's right arm was shat- 
tered near the shoulder and he had @ 
number of bruises about the body. 

All the skin was scalded from the face 
of Fireman Thompson. Both appeared to 
have been so caught that they could not 
help swalléwing the boiling water and 
steam. The condition of their mouths and 
tongues give evidence of this fact, and 
both complained of internal burning. 

When first extricated they were at in- 
tervals semi-conscious, but by the time 
they reached Toccoa they had lost con- 
Sciousness and could give no account of 
the accident. 


Narrow Escape of No. 35. 

Not more than ten minutes before the 
Wreck vestibule No. 35, Washington to At- 
lanta, passed over the track where the ac- 
cident occurred. 

The two trains met at Arversville just 2 
miles south of the wreck, N@. 36, the 
Wrecked train, being the Atlanta and 
Washington vestibule. 

From Ayersville to Toccoa, about 6 
miles, the Southern railway makes its way 
Ucwn the mountain around many curves, 
through many fills and over several 
bridges. It is this part of the road that 
engineers and firemen dread most be- 
tween Atlania and Washington. 

Mail Clerk Wilson is painfully burned 
and shaken up, but is not seriously hurt. 
it seems almost a miracle that not a pas- 
Senger received a scratch. 

The Bell, a local passenger train be- 
tween Atlanta and Toccoa, was due to

leave here at 6 o’clock this morning, but 
was held here to await the arrival of 36. 

When 36 failed to show up at the proper 
time it was confidently beHMeved that there 
had been a wreck, but no @#formation was 
received until a flagman walked from 
the wreck to Toccoa. 

At once the Bell was used to take phy- 
Sicilians and help to the scene and convey 
the injured and some of the passengers on 
the ill-fated train to Toccoa. Many of 
the pasSengers remained on the wrecked 
train until a train came up from the 
south and took them back to Mt. Airy, 
about 11 o'clock. 

What remains of the negro tramp that 
could be gathered up were brought to 
Toccoa along with the injured and were 
buried here today.

The Isla de Luzon. 

The action of the navy department 
in rescinding its order that the Isla de 
Luzon’ should take part in the expo- 
sition dedication ceremonies at St. 
Louis may cause some disappointment 
to those in charge of the exposition, 
but it will meet general approval 
throughout the country. 

The Isla de Luzon is one of the little 
Spanish gunboats which was sunk by 
Dewey’s squadron in the battle of Ma- 
nila bay. She was not much injured, 
and upon being raised and repaired 
was added to the American navy un- 
der her original Spanish name. She 
is now on her way to the United 
States from the Philippines, where she 
has been doing duty about the islands. 
The managers of the St. Louis exposi- 
tion thought it would add to the in- 
terest of the dedication exercises to 
have her ordered up the Mississippi 
to St. Louis to be one of the attrac- 
tions upon that mmportant occasion, 
and the navy department approved 
the suggestion.

for filler purposes. 

Professor Whitney, who has had charge 
of this tobacco branch of the depart- 
ments work, believes it wil! 
that the sofl of southern 
capable of producing as iine a grade of 
tobacco as is produced in Cuba jtself. 
It has been found in Connecticut that 
land which had been practically abap- 
doned as worthless for agricultural! pur. 
poses and which cOuld have been pur- 
chased at as low a figure as 
acre made such good tobacco land that 
it could not now be bought for less thay 
$500 an acre. The department Study of 
some of the goils in Georgia and Sonth 
Carolina has demonstrated, Professor 
Whitney thinks, that there may be a 
similar reclamation ef lands in _ the 
southern states which now produe« 
ing little or nothing.

It 
believed in another vear a similar Sta 
tion, equipped with all the necessary mé- 
chinery for completing the process of 
preparing the tobacco for the factories, 
will be established in either South Cat 
lina or Georgia. 

The provision for these subsoil expett- 
ments in the south was put into the apr 
propriation bill largely through the it- 
fluence of Senator Latimer, of Soutd 
Carolina. It was of course supported 
by all the senators and representatives 
of these states, but Senator Latimér, 
during his service in the house, has de 
voted a good deal of time to the stud’ 
of southern possibilities in this line, and 
as he has been one of the most active 
members of the committee on agricul 
ture, he has been in a position to pre 
note the welfare of the southern farmer 
in this direction. Senator Latimar has 
expressed to his democratic associates 
the desire that he be placed upon the 
agricultural committee of the senate, ané 
he has been assured that his wishes 
this direction wil! be followed.

“I am interested in some other legis- 
lation which 1 expect to propose at the 
coming session,’’ Senator McMichael said, 
“and that is along the line of tax re- 
forms. I have recently had occasion to 
investigate the Alabama law passed two 
or three years ago under which a large 
amount of property which had escaped 
taxation was dug out and put on the 
digests.

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MAINE AND PROHIBITION. 


The State Stands by That Policy in 
Spite of Opposition. 


Boston Post: Another effort to give the 
people of Maine an opportunity to pass 
npon the policy of prohibition has fatlied., 
The house of representatives yesterday, 
hy a vote of 94 to 46, refused to resubmit 
the constitutional amendment, and it 
stands, 

This must be regarded as unfortunate 
from whatever point of view it is re- 
garded. We must assume, especially in 
view of the large majority against re- 
submission, that the yote of the house 
probably expresses the sentiment of 
the people. But there is always a doubt 
in such cases, the influence prevailing 
in a legislature being different from 
those ich control outside the state 
house. In any case it is a sign of weak- 
ness when a question of public pdlicy 
is withheld from direct popular deter- 
mination. The people alone can resolve 
the doubt. 

Moreover, the action is not in harmony 
with the liberal movement now in prog- 
ress throughout New England. Haif a 
century of earnest experiment with pro- 
hibition has shown its impracticability 
and the rational policy of license with 
Incal option is generally accepted. In 
the state of Maine itself the most mel- 
ancholy failures of prohibition are seen. 
The attempt honestly to enforce the law 
in Cumberland courty resulted in the 
martyrdom of Sheriff Pearson last year. 
The recent court judgments in Penob- 
acot county have disclosed the rotten- 
ness of prohibition in Bangor. It is 
all bad and demoralizing and it is a pity 
that the people of Maine should be for- 
bidden to pass upon the question of re- 
form.

hondon, March 11.—In spite of all the 
talk that Dr. Gunsaulus of Chicago wouid 
be called to the famous City Temple pul- 
pit left vacant by the death of Dr. Jo- 
seph Parker, the choice has fallen on tise 
Rey. Reginaid John Campbell, a remark- 
able orator half Irish and half Seotch, 
who is only 36 years old, but who wogld 
look like a boy of nineteen if it were not 
for his prematurely gray hair, 

The best evidence of Dr. Campbell's 
unusuall qualities as a clergyman is the 
fact of the City Temple’s congregation— 
educated up to about the highest stand- 
ard of the preachers art by Joseph Park- 
er—claimed him as their own with hardly 
f& dissenting voice after having heard 
him only a comparatively few times. So, 
despite the loss of the magnetic orator 
who occupied its puipit for so many 
years, the ‘‘Tempie” seems likely to con- 
tinue a place te which visitors to Lon- 
aon—Americans especially—will go _ in- 
stinctively to enjoy pulpit teaching of a 
decidedly uncommon kind, 

Mr. Campbell is not one of the clergy- 
men who have had to wait for years be- 
fore being recognized at their true value. 
He was hardly out of college before en- 
vagemenits to address congregations in 
various parts of the country became so 
numerous that he could not fill them all, 
The Union street church at Brighton, 
finally captured him, and since then his 
fame has grown both as a pulpit orator 
and an uncommonly sympathetic spir- 
itual councillor, 

Although Dr. Campbell is the son of a 
Freé Methodist and the grandson of a 
Congregationalist minister, and although 
his affiliations are entirely with noncon- 
formists, as church, people are called here 
who are not members of either the estab- 
lished or the Catholic church, the new 
incumbent of the City Temple pulpit was 
educated for the Church of England. He 
entered Oxford with the idea of studying 
for the ministry, but before his course 
had been finished, he had decided that 
he could not consclenciously take orders 
in the established church. 

After talking over his dilemma with the 
famous Canon Gore—now bishop of Wor- 
cester—he decided to join the Congrega- 
tional chureh at Oxford. It was soon 
after this that his rare oratorical gifts 
brought him into such prominence.

After cigars and coffee, the president es- 
corted his guests through the renovated 
mansion and personally explained the 
various alterations, which have occa- 
sioned more or less criticism.

The relegation of the portraits of for- 
mer mistresses of the white house, and 
the removal of the ornamental and popu- 
lar conservatory were viewed with mild 
expressions of disapprobation by some of 
the guests, 

The president then invited his visitors 
to accompany him up stairs to see the 
improvements made on the living or bed 
room floor. Rooms which were formeriy 
occupied by the executive board have 
been converted into sleeping apartments 
to afford ample accommodations for the 
president's large family and a 
number of house guests. The rooms in 


which the prince of Wales slept when he | 


was a guest of President Buchanan, and 
that in which Garfield suffered so iong 
before he was carried to Long Branch 
to die. have undergone no materiul 
change except in furnishings and decora- 
tion. 
The Sacred Council Chamber. 

Finally the room which for more than 
two generations has been used as the 
sacred council chamber of presidents and 
their respective cabinets, was reached. 
President Roosevelt threw open the door 
and invited his guests to enter. The visi- 
tors stood aghast on the threshold, There 
were no indications or reminders of Lin- 
coln and his political advisors seated at 
the cabinet table aproving the emancipa- 
tion proclamation, or of Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur, Cleveland, Harrison, 
McKinley—or the long line of presidents 
who had preceded them—observable in the 
room. No suggestion of the great 
national problems that had been fought

| days gone by. 

Instead of a cabinet table, or of any- 
thing of historic association on the walls, 
the room was comparatively bare. In the 
place of the well remembered historic 
furniture there was a varied assortment 
of sporting and athietic goods, including 
boxing gloves, swords sticks, fencing 
swords and foils, padded. vests, and 
gloves and other implements used by the 
president and his physical trainer, Gen- 
eral Wood, in their frequent exercising 
bouts. 

The president is enthused over the room 
and what occurs there so frequently, but 
some of his guests were almost forced to 
an impression that it was closely verging 
on the sacrilege or a desecration of 
sacred territofy to thus ruthlessly brush 
aside all the cherished recollections of 
what had. occurred in the most historic 
apartment in the White House and to con- 
vert it into training quarters for a stren- 
uous president. Hereafter it Is to be re- 
called as the scene where General Wood 
thumped the president over the head with 
a single stick, raising a bump larger 
than a birds egg on the presidential 
forehead, or where General Wood 
“swiped” the president on the wrist and 
Gisabled him for several days. These 
little items of national sporting interest. 
President Roosevelt delights to mention, 
and he playfully remarks that modesty 
| forbids him from saying, and the news- 
| papers have been eloquently silent In re- 
lating ‘“‘what the president has done to 
| General Wood in some of thelr exercising 
stunts.:’

ginia, until she is able to personally tes- 
tify. 

Those who are in a position to know, 
say that Home Secretary Akers-Douglas 
has shown great courtesy in connection 
with the suits now pending in America, 
that the decision to release Mrs. May- 
brick was entirely due to efforts on this 
side of the Atlantic and that Ambassa- 
dor Herbert has never been called upon 
to act in this matter. 

| Sketch of Case. 

Mrs. Maybrick, who was Miss Florence 
Elizabeth Chandler, and a member of a 
well known and prosperous’ southern 
family, was married July 27, 1881, in Bt. 
James Church, Piccadilly, to James May- 
brick, of Liverpool. She was then 18 
years of age, vivacious and beautiful, and 
a sociai favorite. Her husband was over 
forty years old. In the spring of 1889 
Mr. Maybrick became ill and in a few 
days he died. His brothers investigated 
his death and charged Mrs. Maybrick with 
the murder of her husband, A long trial 
followed and a number of doctors swore 
Mr. Maybrick died of arsenical poisoning. 
The defense proved that for twenty years 
Mr. Maybrick had been a confirmed ar- 
senic eater and that he daily took doses 
that would have killed a dozen ordinary 
men. Mrs. Maybrick eventually was sen- 
tenced to death by the judge, Sir Fitz- 
james Stephen, who spoke for two days 
in charging the jury, and who said it 
was impossible for them. to find her not 
guilty in the face of the medical’ evi- 
dence. He died some time later in a mad 
house. 

From the time of Mrs. Maybrick’s con- 
viction, her mother, the Baroness E. Von

Beyond This the Flood Situa- 
tion Along the Lower Missis- 
sippi Seems Hopelul, 


DANGER NOW GREATEST 
TO SOUTH OF MEMPHIS 


If the Weather Continues Fair, How- 
ever, It Is Believed That Levees 
Will Hoid and That Great 
Flood Will Soon 
Subside. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 2.—The river 
has remained stationary all day at 39.5 
feet and tonight it is reported to be fall- 
ing. The danger from the flood in this 
territory is considered to be practically 
over and no further developments of mo- 
ment are expected in the natural course 
of events. The center of interest is now 
the situation south of Memphis along the 
levees of Mississippi, Louisiana and Ar- 
kansas. 

There has been considerable wind today 
and this has caused uneasiness for those 
points along the southern levees that are 
but a foot or more above the flood. It 
has been fair the greater part of the day 
and the rain that fell this morning was 
not considered cause for additional un- 
easiness. 

While the engineers feel that there is 
no danger to be feared in the territory 
about Helena, they know of old of the un- 
certainties of the Mississippi and no less- 
ening of vigilance has occurred. 

Forces of men are being kept available 
so that they can be rushed to any point 
where unfavorable developments occur. 

Water continues to flood the lowlands 
in Arkansas from the break at Trice’s 
Landing and many refugees continue to 
arrive here. The tents ordered shipped by 
the government are expected today and 
the city authorities will establish a camp 
for the flood sufferers. 

The railroads west of Memphis are stil 
under water, and nothing can be done in 
the way of repairing their roadbeds un- 
til the flood recedes. The work of re- 
building the levees where the washouts 
have occurred will begin as soon as the 
ground dries sufficiently and estimates of 
the cost of reconstruction will be made 
immediately after the preliminary surveys 
are made. The gaps will be closed by the 
building of loops over the route best suit- 
ed to the permanence of levees. 

Weather Favorable at Natchez. 

Natchez, Miss., March 23.—With favor- 
able weather conditions and a strong 
force of 300 men at work, Sycamore levee, 
which affords protection for Concordia 
parish, Louisiana, above Vidalia, has 
been built up a foot higher than the 
grade of 1897, when it held out against 
the high water. Today the working force 
has been reduced and the men in charge 
express the opinion that it will hold. The 
chances for success are greater with év- 
ery hour of sunshine, as the sun wil dry 
the levee. This morning the parish: police 
jury was to have met-in special session, 
but there was no quorum, some of the 
members being at work on the levees. 
The Sycamore levee is in J. H. Lambdin's 
ward and he has been working almost 
night and day on that place. The five 
jurors in attendance included President 
J. P. Fagan, and it was decided that each 
juror be authorized to employ guards 
and have all work done that may be 
deemed necessary for the preservation of 
the levees in the parish. The river gauge 
at Natchez this morning reads 49.50. a 
rise of 2.10 since yesterday morning. This 
is three-tenths below the maximum stage 
in 1897. 

River Rising at l.ew Orleans, - 

New Orleans, March 23.—The river con- 
tinues to rise slowly here: The gauge 
registered 20.1, a rise of a tenth in twen- 
ty-four hours. If the present rate of rise 
is continued the weather bureau’s pre- 
diction of 21 feet will be realized early 
next week. The temporary levees that 
the commercial 
front are now high enough to stand this 
maximum and considerably more. 

No news of fresh crevasses reached 
here today. As a.matter of fact, beyond 
the trifling break 60 miles down the river, 
the damage from which is inconsequen- 
tial. and the Bougere break in Concordia, 
all Louisiana leeves along the river have 
sustained the strain against them. The 
most encouraging information comes 
from the fiftieth district. where. the 
largest levees in the state exist. The 
line there promises to hold firmly until 
the crest of the flood has passed. If it 
does, however, the strain will be increas- 
ed in the lower reaches of the river. 

The effect of the break in front of the 
handsome colonial residence of Internal 
Revenue Collector Howell. on the La- 
Fourche, has been greatly to lower 
Bayou LaFourche. The bayou is down 
over three feet at Thibodeaux today. 
It Is feared the Howell residence will go. 
The town of Thibodeaux will not suffer. 
The Southern Pacific does not expect its 
main line to be interrupted by the wa- 
ter from this break. 

No Change at Greenville. 

Greenville. Miss., March 23.—The river 
situation remains unchanged, no breaks 
being reported to the levee board this 
morning. The river continues to rise and 
now reads 48 1-2 feet and a slow rise is 
expected by old river men until Friday 
or Saturday. This morning at 2 o'clock 
eome alafm was occasioned by a tele- 
phone message from Beulah. stating the 
levee had given way. Dr. J. T. Atter- 
bury, president of the levee board, left 
at once for the place and on his return 
he said that no danger existed and the 
excitement was caused by the levee 
sloughing off near the crown, which 
frightened the negroes guarding thé 
levee, who quit work and spread thé fe- 
port that the levee was-breaking. All is

“jerry-building’’ about the construction 
of London's ancient edifices, and the 
proof is that most of them are stand- 


ing today in nearly, their original con- | 


dition—to be inspected every year by 
hundreds of enthusiastic American girls 
end their mothers. But time is prov- 
ing too much for the most venerable 
of these historic buildings, and one after 
another of them has given signs re- 
cently of needing judicious ‘‘doctoring,”’ 
if not complete restoration. A few days 
ago it was Oliver Goldsmith's house 
which had to be propped up to pre- 
vent its possible collapse, more recently 
the famous west front of Exeter cathe- 
dral was

The Temple church is an “oldster’’ 
even among the ancient London luna- 
marks, for its vears number 718. But the 
hnilding’s interest is not so much on ac- 
count of its age as because it was the 
eriginal gathering place of the English 
Knights Templar—the British members 
of the famous religious and military or- 
der founded at: Jerusalem in the twelfth 
century for the protection of the holy 
sepulchre—and the’ additional fact that 
the church is an exact replica in shape 
of the famous Round church of the sa- 
cred burial place. 

The church has had a remarkable his- 
tory. Within shadow recalcitrant 
Templars used to be scourged at 
hands of their chief, the master templar, 
and were obliged to present themselves, 
naked, for this fiagellation.

The state has won one point at least 
in the case in which an effort was made 
to tax the stock of the Western of Ala- 
bama Railway Company, held and owned 
by the Georgia Railway company. 

The supreme court of the United States 
yesterday rendered a granting 
the writ of certiorari in the case of Wil- 
liam A. Wright, comptroller general, 
against the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company, and it will now review the 
decision in that case rendered by the cir- 
cuit court of appeals, which was against 
the state. 

The state attempted to tax the $1,500,000 
of stock of the Western of Alabama 
owned by the Georgia railroad. The 
Louisville and Nashville, the lessee of the 
Georgia, fought the case in the United 
States circuit court and then the court 
of appeals, it being held that the stock 
could not be taxed by the state. 

According to the following dispatch to 
The Constitution from Washington, this 
decision will now be. reviewed by the 
Uniteg States supreme court: 

Washington, March 2%.~—The United 
States supreme court today granted a 
writ of certiorari in the case of William 
A. Wright, comptroller general of the 
state of Georgia, versus the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Companies, which will have the 
effect of bringing the case to the supreme 
court for review. The question at issue 
is whether the stock of the Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, an Alabama corpora- 
tion, can be taxed by the state of Geor- 
gia when held by a Georgia corporation.

Navy General Staff. 

Officers of the navy stationed ati the 
navy department in this city are con- 
siderably exercised over the scheme of 
the general board of the navy to estab- 
lish a general staff, to have practically 
coniplete control of all questions of naval 
administration. The plan, if adopted, ii 
is said, will practicaly make a clerk 
out of the secretary of the navy, and 
will give the actual charge of the service 
to a body of officers. 

Strange as it may scem, a large ma- 
jority of naval officers who would not, 
in the natural course of events, be mem- 
bers of the general staff, are strongly op- 
posed to the idea. Admiral George Dewey 
and Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor are 
said to be tke strong supporters of the 
wrencral staff scheme, and have recom- 
“mended it to Secretary of the Navy 
Moody. The heads of all the navy de- 
partment bureaus, who are now the ad- 
ministrators of naval affairs under tie 
supervision and direction of the secre- 
tary of the navy, are opposed to the 
plan, as it would place them subordinate 
to the general staff and necessitate that 
they work through that pody instead of 
as at present, direct through the secre- 
tary of the navy. 

Generally speaking, the staff plan pro- 
posed to Secretary Moody provides for a 
division of the work of the navy depart- 
ment. All matters pertair’ng to the per- 
sonnel of the navy and to vessels in com- 
mission would be placed under the su- 
preme control of the general staff, and 
those matters relating to the construction 
and repair of ships, their equipment and 
their supplies would come under the as- 
sistant secretary of the navy. The posi- 
tion of the secretary of the navy would 
be to have a general supervision gyer all 
ef the questions pertaining to the ma- 
terial, but he would not be supposed at 
any time to interfere with the work and 
orders of the general staff. Naturally, 
it is hardly thought probable thet the 
plan will ever receive the indorsement of 
secretary Moody.

HE WAS SENTENCED IN 1886 


Patton and William Hallman Were 
Accused of Killing Matilda Gud- 
ger, Near Palton—Latter 
Pardoned on Confession 
of Woman Witness. 


An application for a pardon that brings 
to light again a mysterious crime commit- 
ted in Whitfield county, near Daltor, 
seventeen years ago. and for which two

Charley Patton, now serving a iif 
sentence in the penitentiary and who was 
convicted in Whitfield county in 186 of 
the charge of murdering Matilda Gudger, 
8 white woman, William Hallman was 
also convicted of the murder and sén- 
tenced to hang, but obtained a commuta- 
tion of the sentence to life imprisonment, 
and in 1897 was pardoned. Hallman ce- 
caped the extreme penalty of the law 
and was later released from the pen on 
the confession of Lizzie Holcomb, a white 
woman, who was the main witness for 
the state, that she had sworn falsciv 
on the trial. 

Matilda Gudger was murdered one might 
in an old gin house on a farm near Dai- 
ton. The crime was not discovered un- 
{il several days after the killing, at which 
time the body of the woman was found 
in a creek, a short distance from the gin 
house. An investigation showed that the 
crime had been eommitted there and the 
hedy afterwards thrown into the creek. 

The unearthing of the crime created & 
big sensation throughout that section. 
For a time it was enveloped in deep mys- 
tery, but the officers worked energeticali:’ 
until they secured what they believed to 
be a tangible clew. William Hallman and 
Chariey Patton were later arrested on 
the charge of murder and on the trial 
both were convicted. 
Hallman was sentenced to hang, but 
fne jury recommended Patton to merey 
and he was sentenced to serve @ life 
term in the penitentiary.

New York, March 23.A number of causes 
contributed to the general weakness and 
dullness shown by the stock market to- 
day. Chief among these was the belief 
that banking interests will disfavor any 
move in the direction of higher prices. 
This attitude appears to be based on the 
belief that monetary conditions as a 
whole are not such as to warrant even a 
moderate extension of speculative com- 
mitments. London's prices also were 
lower, the all-around weakness in that 
market being led by consols, which touch- 
ed the lowest point in thirty years. 
However, there was one note of encour- 
agement from abroad. The annua] report 
cf the Dresdener bank said that fears of a 
collapse of the industrial development of 
this country were rapidly diminishing. Ad- 
vices from the granger states reported 
normal March conditions, with a restric- 
tion of the primary grain movement owing 
to bad country roads. The trunk lines are 
still unable to meet the demands of ship- 
pers, and the situation in this regard is 
little changed from that of a week ago. 
Relief is hardly looked for until the re- 
sumption of -lake navigation.. Opening 
prices in the stock market were lower for 
the most part, and reflected an irregular 
undertone, but there was little pressure 
to sell, save in vhe case of Union Pacific. 
Recessions marked the early course of 
Rock Island, Canadian Pacific, Amalga- 
mvated Copper, Sugar and severai special- 
ties, while. Tennessee Coal, Metropolitan 
and Brooklyn Rapid Transit were firm. 
Before the end of the first hour the mar- 
ket became more listless and prices drifted 
within a narrow range.
